The official announcement :said: 

“Katsuki Hashimoto (the Japan- 
ese representative) and Chang 
Tze Chung (representative of the 
Hopei-Chahar political council) at 
9 p. m. yesterday reached an 
understanding on details of en- 
forcement of the third Japanese 
demand providing for complete 
suppression of anti-Japanese and 
Communistic activities.” 

No mention was made of the 
other two Japanese demands: 
First, that Chinese authorities here 
render an apology for the incieent 
that touched off hostilities near 
here July 7 and punish the “of- 
fenders,’’ and second, that Chinese 
authorities co-operate with Japan- 
ese efforts to eliminate Commun- 
ism.

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OLD-AGE PENSIONS SOON BEGIN 

The first Georgia pensions to the indigent 
aged will be paid at an early date under the 
new social security laws of the state. 

Director Lamar Murdaugh, of the State Wel- 
fare Department, charged with the operation 
of the new laws, has completed the organiza- 
tion necessary to place the machinery in 
motion. 

Enacted by the legislature early this year, 
the social security plan required approval by 
the voters of two necessary amendments before 
the work could begin. This approval was given 
at the election held on June 8. Thus Director 
Murdaugh and his aids have had only since that 
date to complete all the intricate organization 
needed for smooth running of the system. 

The most vital links in the old-age pension 
setup are the county boards charged with the 
duty of certifying those eligible to receive pen- 
sions. While the county pays only 10 per cent 
of the pension, the remainder coming from 
state and federal funds, the county board is the 
basic authority in determining those eligible to 
receive the pension and the amount, based 
upon need, which they get. 

Every Georgian who wishes to apply for an 
old-age pension must, therefore, apply first to 
his local county board. 

There is still lingering misapprehension of 
the purposes and workings of the old-age pen- 
sion law. It does not provide payments for 
everyone 65 years of age or older, but only for 
those who are really in need—those who cannot 
support themselves and whose families are un- 
able to provide for them. 

It is hoped, ultimately, to do away with alms- 
houses and other ways of caring for the in- 
digent aged. 

Certainly the state and federal government 
are performing a worthy humanitarian service 
in providing that no aged person need go hun-

REQUIEM AETERNAM DONA EIS, DOMINE 

Amelia Earhart and her navigator, Frederick 
J. Noonan, have found their eternal rest be- 
neath the restless waves of the Pacific. As the 
United States navy sorrowfully writes finis to 
its efforts to find the famous aviatrix and her 
companion on their ill-starred equatorial gir- 
dling of the globe, the world accepts the ver- 
dict. There is no longer vestige of hope that 
they are alive. 

Amelia Earhart contributed much to the 
progress of aviation. Possessed with a restless 
spirit and filled with overflowing ambition, she 
achieved one triumph after another in pioneer- 
ing conquests of the air. 

More than any other individual she made 
women air-conscious and blazed the starry 
pathway for her sisters who today handle the 
controls of planes with all the skill and confi- 
dence of the sterner sex. 

Her ill-fated attempt to girdle the globe 
along the line of the equator has failed. Fall- 
ing short of her goal, her adventuring spirit 
hovers today over the lonely lanes of the 
heavens that span the south Pacific. Her 
brave soul will watch, from some Valhalla of 
the Winged, the succeeding men and women 
who will some day fly in safety where she met 
too great peril. 

There should not be undue sorrow at such 
a passing of such a soul. It was, probably, the 
end she would have preferred above all others. 
Her career was like that of the stormy petrel, 
ever unsatisfied with the safe and peaceful 
ways of life, ever seeking the dangerous way 
of achievement and eternally dreaming of new 
reaches of the air to conquer. 

She may be the !ast of the famous world 
“stunt” flyers. Aviation is fast passing from 
the stage when such attempts are necessary. 
Its future development will be more along the 
line of those American and British airmen who, 
even as the world waited anxiously for the 
outcome of the search around Howland Island, 
flew in methodical routine back and forth 
across the Atlantic. They showed the way for 
routine, commercial service by air across one 
of the great oceans. 

There may have been errors of judgment, 
both in the Earhart flight and in the search 
for her missing plane. Certainly, in future, no 
similar flight should be attempted without a 
fully trained radio operator on board, a fatal 
lack in this instance. And some critics have de- 
clared the Navy Department did not enter the 
search as quickly as might have been, as 
promptly as would have been necessary had it 
been an invading foe they were trying to meet. 

Whatever degree of truth there may be in 
such charges, no criticism can attach either to 
Miss Earhart or to Navigator Noonan. They 
attempted to reach a worthy goal. Failing, they 
found their grave in the waters they knew so 
well.

Behind Washington Headlines 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE. 
I TOLD YOU SO WASHINGTON, July 19.—Some days ahead 
of his schedule, Vice President Garner returns 
to the Washington scene to knit the administration’s raveled sleeve 
of care, as this column said he would, 

Mr. Garner would have come back under his own power within 
a fortnight even if the situation arising out of Senator Robinson’s 
death had not developed. He had already begun to receive the 
barrage of letters from Washington, a part of the direct-by-mail 
campaign which was mentioned along with the same advices that 
predicted his return. 2 

Long before he reached the banks of the Potomac, the vice 
president learned the painful details of the situation on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue (both ends) first hand from the President’s personal 
representatives, Postmaster General Farley, Undersecretary of the 
Interior West and the assistant to the. attorney general, Keenan. 

When he talked to this carefully selected trio at Little Rock, he 
was told two things: 

That it would be nice if Senator Barkley, closely associated with 
the White House in the court fight, were elected majority leader of 
the senate, but that this desire was not to be pushed too hard be- 
cause there wasn’t enough choice between Barkley and his opponent, 
Senator Pat Harrison, to make an administration defeat worth 
risking. 

Furthermore, Senator Harrison might help heal the breach in 
Democratic ranks and bring back into the fold some of his wan- 


dering colleagues, since he is not tarred so heavily with the big» 


stick wielded in the court fight. 

The second thing that “Cactus Jack,” who is about to be asked 
to shed his pricklers and exude honey and molasses, heard, was a 
demand for instant action.

While not a matter for the police as yet, a private hunt will 
start soon. This is what happened: 

For the first time in history, the army appropriations bill was 
bisected. The purely military activities were separated from the 
non-military.

AWAKENING TO AN EVIL 

One of the most remarkable expressions of 
increased mental courage in America is the 
rapid awakening to the menace to public health 
and national stamina in the prevalence of the 
diseases of syphilis and gonorrhea. 

The American Social Hygiene Association, 
national voluntary organization against these 
two scourges, reports that requests for its serv- 
ices have increased so sharply during the past 
six months it can no longer conduct its affairs 
on its present financial setup. It has become 
necessary, if these demands are to be met, 
to raise an annual fund of at least $300,000 by 
public subscription. 

Chief credit for this awakened public ac- 
tivity against the diseases is given to the wide 
publicity in newspapers, Magazines, etc.; ta 
the national observance of “Social Hygiene 
Day” promoted by the association last February, 
and to Surgeon General Parran’s public attack 
on venereal diseases. 

It is not much more than a year ago when 
the words “syphills’’ and “gonorrhea” were bar- 
red from reputable print and decent conversa- 
tion. Motivated by a criminal prudery, the 
campaign against these twin evils was hope- 
lessly handicapped by the insistence of the ig- 
norant public on burying its head in the sand, 
ostrichlike, at the mere thought of the subject 
of venereal disease. 

The first step in any effort to cure a social 
evil must be, inevitably, publicity. The white 
light of public knowledge must expose the sore 
spot. The layers of prudish concealment must 
be stripped away from the core of the trouble. 

This has been done in the case of syphilis 
and gonorrhea. The next stage is for an 
aroused public opinion to so support the medi- 
cal profession and the organizations which are 
heading the fight to stamp out the plagues, 
that they will be enabled to drive forward until 
the ultimate victory is won. 


a few cases the crime has been even greater, 
murder having climaxed theft. 

Yet this is not the only, though perhaps 
the primary, danger the hitchhiker brings. As 
he stands boldly upon the paving he assumes 
that the oncoming cars will take good care not 
to strike him, even if they do not slacken speed 
in response to his impudent gestures. He stands, 
pre-empting a foot or more of highway width, 
presuming on the motorist to protect his life 
and thus increasing the risk for the man who 
drives. 

Still further, the hitchhiker is his own worst 
enemy as well as a phenomenon of a false and 
dangerous philosophy that animates too large 
a proportion of the population today. He per- 
sonifies, in his cadging habits, a growing group 
who more and more depend upon others for 
their sustenance along the road of life. 

Hitchhikers of life avoid all possible effort. 
To them, hard work is anathema and thrift is 
the practice of fools. They toil not, neither do 
they save, for what is the object of effort when 
others will provide? They are the type who 
expect taxpayers to give them, forever, the 
means of life through public relief, and who 
consider the successful mendicant the most ac- 
complished of men. 

On the highways of daily travel it is the 
best rule to ignore the wagging thumb of the 
hitchhiker. On the road through life it is true 
Kindness to point to all that progress is only 
made through effort, that the man who would 
arrive will make better speed by walking and 
that he who bravely walks today will ride in 
his own fine car tomorrow.

over-ambitious themes. He ex- 
plored no new fields in the realms 
of versification. He invented no 
new machinery for the expression 
of the deeper human thoughts and 
feelings. But he was a great soul 
—-a great soul seeking to project 
into the hearts of others the finer 
and loftier feelings that motivated 
his life. In doing this, he was 
content to use verse patterns that 
came to hand, leaving to others 
more learned the questions of 
techniques, while he himself sang 
in simple, flawless melody thé 
deeper feelings that inspire, or 
'bow, or tear, or soothe the heart 
of the common man or woman. 
| Truly, his poems may properly be

| But John S. Madden has done

Chancellor 


Sanford Says 
Unemployment Problem 
Must Be Attacked. 


Declaring his belief that unem- 
ployment will be a major problem 
for many years to come, Chancel- 
lor S. V. Sanford, of the Univer- 
sity System, revealed yesterday 
that he plans to institute the 
training of welfare and _ social 
service workers in the colleges of 
the system. 


Chancellor Sanford said that the 
handling of unemployment would 
be one of the things taught stu- 
dents laying a college basis for 
social service work. 

Training Imperative. 

“I believe further that prolific 
spending of public money alone 
can not solve the problem,” he 
said. “And that it will be neces- 
sary to place this spending’ in the 
hands of well trained people who 
are striving to reach a solution.” 

He conferred with Presidents 
Harmon W. Caldwell, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and Frank R. 
Reade, of the Georgia State Wom- 
an’s College, and Miss Louisa deB. 
FitzSimons, director of the public 
assistance branch of the state wel- 
fare department. 

The group will recommend ac- 
tion to the board of regents on 
proposals to start regular courses 
in welfare and social work at the 
Athens and Valdosta institutions. 

Both colleges already have spe- 
cial short courses for training 
welfare workers especially for 
places in the state’s new social se- 
curity program. 

Will Be Broadened. 

The regular courses would be 
extended over the full scholastic 
year and would be broadened con- 
siderably, Dr. Sanford said.
